Interesting Experiments Which May 
Develop into Practical Communi- 
cation. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Of the papers 
read at the British Association for the 
advancement of Science at Bradford, 
Eng., one of the foremost in importance 
in its promise of future results was 
that of Sir William Preece, on wireless 
telephony. It is claimed that this sys- 
tem is now succeasfully operated over 
a distance of eight miles, which can be 
increased to ten or twelve, and prob- 
ably much more. This distance would 
ce to put all lighthouses and light- 
ships in Great Britain and many in 
other countries in communication with 
the In February, 1834, while 
experiments in wire! telegraphy were
